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The Old House, or Butchers'Guildhall, is an excellent 
>pecimen of a timber built house oi the Elizabethan period. 
This picturesque building (which is now used as a bank! 
was built in 1621, and renovated in 1882. The carvings in 
several of the rooms are exceedingly beautiful. 
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
